THAT DEMONSTRATE THE BENEFICIAL INTERACTION BETWEEN HUMANS AND 
ANIMALS. THE FOUNDATION WILL CONSIDER GRANTS DIRECTED TOWARD EARLY 
INTERVENTION AND PREVENTION EFFORTS IN THE AREA OF DRUG AND ALCOHOL 
ADDICTION CONSIDERATION MAY BE GIVEN TO ORGANIZATIONS THAT ENCOURAGE 
PRIVATE CONSERVATION THE FOUNDATION WILL REMAIN FLEXIBLE IN ORDER TO 
OFFER SUPPORT IN AREAS OF IMPORTANCE AS DETERMINED BY THE TRUSTEES

BUDGET FOR THE PROGRAM AND FOR THE ORGANIZATION, A LIST OF THE BOARD 
OF DIRECTORS, A COPY OF THE ORGANIZATION'S CURRENT RULING LETTER 
EVIDENCING TAX EXEMPTION UNDER SECTION 501 (C) (3) OF THE INTERNAL 

REVENUE SERVICE CODE AND A COPY OF THE MOST RECENT 990 FILED WITH THE 
IRS. ALSO, IF AVAILABLE, THEIR LATEST AUDITED FINANCIAL STATEMENT AND 
ANNUAL REPORT. ADDITIONAL INFORMATION MAY BE REQUESTED IF NEEDED FOR 
FURTHER EVALUATION 

THE FOUNDATION NORMALLY CONSIDERS GRANTS AT SEMI ANNUAL MEETINGS. 
REQUESTS FOR THE SPRING MEETING SHOULD BE RECEIVED BY MARCH 1ST AND 
SEPTEMBER 1ST FOR THE FALL MEETING. HOWEVER, REQUESTS MAY BE 
SUBMITTED AT ANY TIME AND WILL BE ACTED UPON AS EXPEDITIOUSLY AS 
POSSIBLE
